New Milk Price 
Set by OPA in 
Six State Area 


Dallas, Tex., Jan. 16 —(/!')— he 


OPA loday crcalcd a complclely 
new syslem of milk price ceilings 
in six southwest stales. 


An order approved by 
Price Ad- 


ministraotr Leon Henderson abol- 
ishes — in Texas, Oklahoma, Mis- 
souri, Louisiana, 
Arkansas 
and 


Kansas — the present system of 
lieing ceiling prices to levels in ef- 
fect March 1, 1942. The 
system 


may set the pa^crn Ifor a similar 
nationwide order, OPA said. 


The system 
begins 
operating 


Monday. 


It affects every counly, city and 


communit in Ihe region — selling 
a flat price for wholesale and re- 
tail milk sold in quantities from a 
gallon lo a half pint. The prices in 
different communities will vary. 
There are two zones in the re- 
gion, each zone divided into three 
classes. Each class in each zone 
will have a specific price selling. 


The new syslem alms al meet- 


ing demands of milk distributors 
and producers for an casemen tof 
ceiling prices; reslroing Ihe bal- 
ance of milk supplies as bclwcen 
cilics; curtailment of the slaughter, 
snlc and non-use of dairy calllc be- 
cause of high feed and labor costs. 


Regional Administrator Max Mc- 


Cullough said the new order pro- 
mils Ihe milk seller lo eliminate 
any discounts he may have had be- 
fore now. Under the current sys- 
tem sellers were required to main 
lain any discounts they gave 
in 


March, 1942. 


McCullough said the new system, 


untried anywhere else in the na- 
tion on this scale, would se 
•» as a 


guide for future changes in . 
na- 


tion's price-control schemes. 


The OPA said a defect in the 


current system "had caused abnor- 
mal price relations between dif- 
ercnt cities, placing milk distribu- 
ors in some cities at an advan- 
age over distributors in olher cil- 
es in Ihe same area and leading 
o a diversion of milk lo the 
cilies 


laving Ihc highest ceiling prices." 


McCullough said "any dealer 


may sell milk below the newly cs- 
ablishcd maximums, but violalion 
if the regulation by selling above 
ho maximums is subject to stern 
icnallics. . . ."

Striking Miners 
Joined Today by 
3,800 More Men 


Wilkcs-Barrc, Pa., Jan. 16 —(/P) 
Thirty-eight 
hundred men 
hith- 


erto not on srike joined the 18- 
day-old wildcat walkout of Penn- 
sylvania anthracite miners today, 
despite a War Labor Board ultima- 
tum directing 10,000 to 17,000 other 
strikers to return to their jobs im- 
mediately. 


The new strikers, members 
of 


three insurgent locals of the United 
Mine Workers, adopted a resolu- 
tion four days ago declaring they 
would go out unless a 50-cents a 
month increase in the union's dues 
were eliminated by January 15. 


Earlier today UMW leaders —- 


both insurgent and loyal — had said 
they anticipated the strikers would 
go back to work Monday in compli- 
ance with the War Labor Board ul- 
timatum, which directed them to 
submit their grievances — includ- 
ing a demand for a $2 a day wage 
bonus — to processes provided in 
their working contract. 


The War Labor Board said earlier 


this week unless the walkout ended 
it would use all the power at its 
command to compel resumption of 
production.

the actor. 


Hearing on the motion was set 


for next Monday. The actor's at- 
torney, Jerry Gicslcr, 
said 
he 


would rcssit it slrcnusously. 


Two of the women who made the 


affidavits had been removed from 
the jury box on peremptory chal- 
lenges by the slate. The third 
was 


a member of the panel from which 
the Flynn jury was drawn, but was 
not called in the actor's trial. 


The latter, Mrs. Harriet R. Pon- 


der, swore 
that

Forbes, secretary to a radio net- 
work executive, expressed a deter- 
minalion lo convict Flynn and that 
Mrs. Lorcnc Boehm, wife of an in- 
dustrial engineer, declared, "I am 
for Errol Flynn in a big way."

Lorient Hit 
Again by Big 
RAF Bombers 


London, Jan. 16 —(/P)— Lorient, 


German submarine base in western 
Fance, was heavily attacked again 
last night, the Air Minslry reported 
today. 


Targets in western Germany also ' 


were bombed during the night and' 
fighter planes swarmed over rail- 
way targets in France, Holland and 
Belgium, the Ministry said. 


Two bombers failed to return. 
In the atlack on Lorient "the port 


was well illuminated by flares and 
moonlight, and after a concenlrat- 
ed attack large fires were seen in 
the dock area," the Air Ministry 
said. 


The raid was the 59th on Lorient. 
Thursday night British bombers 


look advantage of the bright moon- 
light to pound the base, leaving 
large fires. 


The U. S. air forces based in the 


British Isles had gone over the port 
in three daylight precision raids 
previously in the series of attacks 
intended to smash the fuel dumps, 
undersea boat pens, power stations 
and machinery. 


British planes, sweeping over oc- 


cupied France and Belgium were 
reported to have shot up at least 
15 railway engines and 
atlacked 


enemy aircraft landing at a Ger- 
man airdrome. 


German night raiders,

number of casualties. Only a small 
number of planes, however, appar- 
ently took part in these atlacks.

New York, Jan. 1G (/P) A man 


is a gentleman before he is a com- 
missioned officer, the Navy has de- 
cided; 
and a girl 
is 
a lady be- 


fore she is a WAVE. 


If n sc'iiior officer (male) indicates 


he wishes Ihe junior officer (female) 
to precede him "then she is supposed 
to go without any fuss or feathers," 
in spite of formal military etiquette 
base or rank, it was stated in a Navy 
publicity release reprinted from the 
Bureau of 
Personnel 
Information 


bulletin. 


The announcement 
today cleared 


up the confusion attendant upon a 
member 
of the feminine 
arm of 


the service meeting a Navy officer 
of the opposite sex. Mililary pro- 
cedure is in order unless the senior 
officer waives it in favor of 
the 


WAVE and that is because "mil- 
itary courtesy includes deference to 
women and 
because a 
senior's 


wish is an implied 
command, 
the 
release said. 


In general, however, regulations 


and customs of the Navy apply to 
men and women alike. Juniors sa- 
lute first, whether it is a male sa- 
luting a WAVE or vice versa. 


In the mailer of WAVE hats — 


the women did not know whether 
they were to follow the usual Navy 
custom of r e m o v i n g them in 
church, theaters or at mess — - it 
has been decided that they are to 
be worn "in conformance to civil- 
ian rather than military custom." 


Still another knotty problem has 


been solved — addressing a senior 
WAVE. They have been addressed 
as "Sir," "Ma'am," and "Miss."

usage of addressing all officers of

producers for seed are not subject 
to the penalty under the regulation 
which provides that all peanuts pro- 
duced in excess of the marketing 
quota must be sold to a designated 
agency for crushing for oil. 


In selling peanuts to other far- 


mers for seed, the farmer selling 
the seed must obtain a certificate 
from the County Triple-A Commit- 
ee permitting him to sell the seed 
,o a designated purchaser. 
These 


certificates may be obtained from 
he County Triple-A office. 


No program for obtaining pea- 


nuts for seed has been announced, 
Chairman Martindale said, and he 
urged prospective peanut producers 
to obtain their seed requirements 
from 1942 peanut producers before 
the remainder of the excess peanut 
crop has been marketed for oil. 
Producers of peanuts in 1942 were 
urged to save enough seed to 
plant 


their 1943 acreage goals plus a rea- 
sonable amount of replanting as 
well as some to sell their neighbors. 


The State Triple-A office has re- 


cently informed the local Triple-A 
office that February 1st will be the 
final date for applying for a C-2 or 
"new" cotton allotment for 1943. 


This applies to all farmers who 


did not plant cotton on their farm 
in 1940, 1941, or 1942 and who in- 
tend to plant cotton in 1943. Pro- 
ducers asking for new-grower cot- 
ton allotments should apply at the 
local Triple-A office in the Court- 
house on or before February 1.
